R. Ferdinand Co fpi Maquis of Petreoli, equally i!Ju« 
_ ftriousfor his Merit , the Employments wherewith he 
is honoured in the Cour^: ofTufca?y;dnd for his extraordina- 
ry Learning, which hath rais'd him to one of the higheft: de* 
grees in the Academy of the Gelati in BononU (no lefs 
famous than that of e he Humorifts at Rome ) having with 
extraordinary care and expence, made a Colle6ion of what- 
ever he faw there that was curious and rare 9 and beftowed 
it upon his Coumrey , the Senate of BononU hath added 
the fame to that of jildrovmdus. An ample and learned 
Defcription whereof is here made by Mr. Lorenzo Legatp 
Philofopher , Phyfician , and Greek ProfefTor in the Univer*

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The fubjeft of the third Book , are Works of Art* 
There being in this Mufieum feveral Volumes of different 
Paper, and writing. Divers Matheiratick and Phyfical In- 
struments. Togerher with the feveral kinds of Weapons 
and other Inftruments of War. Upon occafion of which 
latter, the Aurlor difcourfes at large of the Original of 
War, and of every Engine and Weapon in particular 
made ufeof in an Army. 

There are here alio divers Sepulchral Lamps of the 
Antients. The Fire whereof the Author of the abovefaid 
Journal well obferves , that it was no otherwife perpe- 
tual , than that of the Veftals , which they took care to 
ked everyday with frefli fupplies of aouriihment.Which 
is alfoconfirmed by one Article of Mtvia's Will reported in 
L. Mdvia 44.ff. de Mammifs. Tejtament in thefe words 
fc. I do afTranchife Saectts my Slave , and Eutyebi* and 
Irene my Servants, on condition that every one of them 
in their cum , from moneth to nioneth, ftall repleniih 
the Lamp with Oyle that burns in my Sepulchre.

BEcaufe the Knowledg concerning the Funflions of 
the Soul, and Animal Motions , dependeth much up* 
on that of the Conftruftion of the Brain : This Au- 
thor therefore teaches the DifTe&ion hereof , after fudi 
a manner , as feems more natural than that of Sylvius, 
B&rtholine , or Willis , although they have all done ex- 
cellently well. In this DifTeflion , having laid bare the 
Vertebral Artery of a Living Animal , and made an In- 

cifion. 
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cifion therein big enough ro receive the end of a Sy- 
ringe ; he then makes fcveral Iojeftions into it, either 
of Mercury, or of melted Wax ifcixed with Oyl of Tur- 
pentine , till the Jugular Veins are coloured therewith : 
and To prefently makes a Ligature upon thofe Veins t 
whereupon you fhall have the pleafure to fee the 
branching and diftributionof the*Carotick and Vertebral 
Arteries , and of the Jugular Veins ; together with tht 
Communication that is between them all. 

That you may diftinguifti , in the twinkling of an Eye, 
the Arteries from the Veins ; he begins his Jnjeftion through 
the Jugular Veins, having before emptied them of the 
blood , after he hath made a Ligature on the Carotick 
Arteries.
